We had a sedition law 
oute wh'.c'j | unished by flue and imprison- 
ment aLy man who would dare speak evil of 
the d guiurirs of the United States; but the 
law and i s authors got more soundly abused 
for it than »uy parly ever did. Everybody 
*|m k-: evil of them, and although several men 
wi re punish, d ftr a too ln.e use of the pen, 
they only baCMM martyrs, and their perse 
rulers fell into disrepute. It is impossible to 
define what would be an abuse of the freedom 
of the prets iu all cases, and hence each case 
tuuit be decided by itself, and as the law 
can't define it, '.he law le-ves the pre:s 
tammelbd. 

There are some plain case s of abuse cf the 
freedom ot the press tint miy be supposed. 
The Captain of a Vrss.-l oi war would hardly 
allow a sheet to be published on b„ard exhort- 
irg the ciew to mutiny. A General would 
hardly allow a paper to be published within 
his lines advocating the cause of his enemy. 
There are cas«t equally plain on the other 
side. No act < f our rulers , and no policy or 
measures tley adopt, are abeve the criticism 
of the press cr the people. No one In this 
country Las a ri^ht to mik>- laws and i-xectV.e 
them, and claim the right to be le - . alone, for 
this country and Government belong to the 
jeople. The acts of no Administration are 
above their criticism; the more important the 
a ;ts arc the more plainly is it the right and 
duty of the masses to examine, spprov. ; or 
ctrudeuiP, i>nd charge them, and adopt only 
•'onatitutional means for that purpose. Be- 
tween these plsin c:icj there are many iu 
aldrk there is room lor ditreret.ee of opinion. 
These who undertake to draw an ex:et line ol 
distinction, that will do justice iu every ca3C, 
W ill fail. 

Up to tbi* time we have met w ith t:o diffi- 
cult} in the utmost excess of uu restrained 
Ireedom. Interference was ccvar attempted 
Ira*, uan ia tLs stditioj la;v, and that ruined 
tbose w -v jo altoinplcd to iuurfcre. Iu our 
opinioi ■, those who repeat the attempt will 
fare no better tow or hereai'tcr.

Strange Doi g- in Pike County— Citi- 
zens Arrested by Troop* from Quincr. 

A few incidents occurred at Kinderhook, in 
Pike county, Hlinois, about twenty-two miles 
south of this city, on Saturday night last, 
rather too Intel eating to be kept in conceal- 
ment. Ou Saturday a company of some six'y 
or seventy men, belonging to the cavalry bat- 
tillon encamped in the neiribern limits of the 
city, were ordered down to the locality above 
named, for the ostensible purt ose of arresting 
some deserters who were said to be sojourn- 
ing in that neighborhood. It is supposed 
that this force was sent down in conse- 
quence of information furnished the con - 
mander of the cavalry battallou by some per- 
son or persons at Kinderhook. Tbe -o - 
diers were directe d to call at the house ol Jo- 
siah Walburn and I>r Andrews for informa- 
tion anout further proceedings. Their first 
call, however, was at the house of (ieoi*£e 
Walburn about 9 o'clock at night, where Dr. 
Andrews happened to be in attendance on si 
sick daughter of Mr. W. Tbe Walburns and 
Audrtws. it ia proper to say, are all Republi 
cans. Mr. Walburn havim; gone to bed, a de- 
mand was made of Mrs. W. for a secesh flag 
which they said was ia the house. Mrs. W. it - 
diguautly disclaiuirel the possession oi such 
an article, aud awakened her husbaud, who 
arose, and entertaining a suspicion that h 
w;is beset by a gang of Copperheads, he 
selzjd u double-barreled 6hot-gUB and fired 
st the crowd outside, oue shot hitting one of 
the soldiers in the luce or forcheid, aud the 
charge of one of the barrels beiug lodged in 
the breast of a horse. A party of soldiers then 
entered the house, arr< sled Walburn and the 
doctor, aud ett fire to the l>eds. A number of 
tbe Democratic neighbors, in the vicinity, nt- 
tracted to the house of Walburn by the dis- 
turbance, rushed in and put out tbe lire, thus 
aiving the hemse and contects from coufiagra- 
t on. Dr. Andrews wus soon released, but 
Wall.urn, uotwithRtv; ding his p rotes tat lor s 
of .1 rotiosi to the Union, was tied and brought 
to t^uiney, wilb two oih-:r ; , by the name ot 
Ausjn Betison aud Matthew Prior, btrta Dem- 
e>cra:s, arrested afterward at New Canton, 
about five miles below K'Hilirhook. 

Froth Car.ton the soldiers proceeded ft) 
Washington, a stn .11 town about five miles 
east of Kinderhook, where they arrived on 
Sund .y morning, and made a halt to obta n 
refreshments tor themselves and horses. Af- 
ter breakfast, ttey called at tho house of Mr. 
Lippincott, w'ui'-u they searched thoroughly, 
but for what purpose we have not yet learued. 
They Ihen returned to Quincy, and wc under- 
stand took their prisoaers before Piovost 
Marshal Woodruff, but as the j iriadiction of 
Mr. Woodruff does not include Pike couu'y, 
he declined lo act iu the mitter. A squad of 
the soldier/, as a guard, with tbe prisoners iu 
custody, took the train last evening for Mount 
Sierling, where the Deputy Provost Marshal 
of the ninth district r. s;d»s, and who, we sup- 
pose, will have the dispositio i of the case. 

We understand that there is inteuse excite- 
ment in the western part of Pike county upen 
tbe subject, and that a public meeting was 
held iu Kinderhook yeetcrday, for the pur- 
pose ot consulting upon the propriety of fu- 
ture aciou. We trust, however, that tne pris- 
oners w.ll be all released, or at least ba handed 
over to the civil authorities for examination, 
and that tbe excitement will subside without, 
further trouble.

News from tdk Nashvillk Railroad.— For 
the past few days it h%a been generally known 
that euerrill i? have been prowling about a*, 
different pointa along the line of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville railroad. Yesterday morn- 
ing the pasaecger train going south, with two 
hundred and sixty men on board, was stopped 
at the trestle work on Muldraugh'a Hill, and 
forty men were put off there, supposing that 
some of the guerrillas were about. None 
were seen, and the train proceed to Elizabeth- 
town without any molestation. A dispatch 
was received there from Upton that sixty-five 
rebels were at Sonoro. four miles this sid: of 
Upton. The train stirted down the road 
with a military train behind it. They 
went aa far aa Glendale, at which point the 
military train was put in advance of tbe pas 
scnger train, and the two proceeded cautious- 
ly down tbe road. Upon arriving at Nolin, it 
was still reported that a boly ef them were at 
Sotfora. The trains moved on, and final'. y 
went into Sinora without a shot being fired 
The rebels had flown seme three honrs before 
the train arrived, taking with them about forty 
dollars worth of hats and a lot of horses which 
Cbey had stolen. It is reported that the Home 
Guard corps, amounting to eight men, com- 
manded by Silverhead, rnn the rebels out of 
the plice — scared tbem off. 

The train then went the balance of tbe jour* 
ney without any fears of an attack. The up- 
train on arriving at Nolin heard that a rebel 
force was moving upon Elir.ibet blown, aad, 
upon arriving there, found everybody in a 
blaz i of excitement.

The Widow. — There are at present in ocr 
city quite a number of widows whose hu - 
bands have sacrifice J their lives upon the al- 
tar of their country — men who have left tb. ir 
wives, children and homes — all that was near 
and dear to them in this world — to march 
against the rebellious foe that invaded our 
soil. These poor unfortunate women, in many 
instances, are entirely destitute of means, 
having no homes to goto, no friends to whom 
they can appeal for assistance, and who are 
consequently forced to walk about the lonely 
streets, their hearts nearly breken with grief. 
Here is an instance : About twelve o'clock on 
Thursday night we had occasion to step into 
the PostcfHce. Seated upon the stej -, near 
the entrance, w .s a woiii tn, dressed In plain 
black, with a dark-colored sun-bonnet drawn 
closely about her face. The poor woman 
seeming in distress, wo asked her a few ques- 
tions, which caused her to tell us the follow- 
ing, which, if true, must have been a sad fate: 
"My husband enlisted in the army just alter 
the war broke out, thinking the rebellion 
would be put down in a little while, and he 
would return to our happy little home again." 
" Where did you live?" 
"In Knox county, sir. My little child died 
sometime afterwards, and not a soul was pres- 
ent to see my little one buried save an aged 
negro woman — a Lurse in the family of a 
wealthy neighbor. My husband came home 
once after he enlisted, and W>ld me I had bet- 
ter leave the place, as it was believed that 
a large rebel force contemplated invadiLg that 
country. In the meantime he left me about 
five dollar* in gold and s.lver. I did not leave, 
for I did not feel alarmed of the rebels at 
all." 

"And did they come f 

"Yes, sir; and stole all the money I had, 
drove all our stock away, and left me in au 
eutircly destitute condition." 

"What became of your husband ?" 

"lie Was killed at Stone's river." 

"Died for his country, I suppes .-" 

"Yet! but what U the country to me now? ' 
sobbed the poor wo mar; "my child is dead — 
my husband gone — I am nlone it the world. 
He died for his couLtry! Yes! and what does 
the country care for mer" 

We took her to a hotel, where she remained 
a day or two, and has Bh.ce gone with a rela- 
tion to live in Indiana. Tt.at poor woman, 
like thousands of others, has asked, "What 
does the couutry care for mer" Oh! it is a 
sham* ! that men should die for their country 
while the country that they die for scorns, as 
it were, the widow and ne glects the orphan. 
Cannct somethin<r be done in behalf of the 
soldiers' widows that are in this city? If the 
government will not do it let the citizens take 
the matter in band. It is being done in other 
cities, and we thculd not be behind hand in 
the go 3d w ork.

B'J the Resident of th* United Slates— A Proc- 
lamation. 

Whereas, the armed insurrectionary combi- 
nations now existing in several of the States 
*re threatenini? to make inroads into the 
states of Maryland, Western Virginia, Penn- 
sylvania and Ohio, requiring immediately an 
additional military force for the service of the 
United States : 

Now, ther« r ore, I, Abraham Lincoln, Presi- 
dent of the United States and Commander-in- 
chief of the army and navy thereof, and of the 
miJitia of ihe several SUWs, when called into] 
actnaJ service, do hereby call into the service 
of the United States «ne hundred thousand of i 
the militia from the States following, namely : 
From the State of Maryland ten thousand; 
rora the State of Pennsylvania ilfiy thousand; 
from the State of Ohio thirty thousand; from 
I he State of Wes'.ero Virginia ten thou- 
sand; to he mustered into the service 
of the United States forthwith, and 
to serve the period of six months from the 
date of sn?h muster into said bervice, units* 
sooner discharged ; to be mustered in ns in- 
fantry, artillery and cavalry, ki proportion, 
which will b>: made known through the War 
Department, which Department will also des- 
iiipatt} the sever il placet* of rendezvous. These 
militia are to be or;anired according to the 
rules and regulations of the volunteer service, 
•Td such orders as mov hereafter be issurd. 
The Stales aforesaid will be respectively 
credited under Ihe enrollment act for ihe 
miliiia service rendc rcu under this proclama- 
tion.

The Knglishand Austrian Counsels arrived 
on the New i'ork, havlnc been ordered ont 
of the Con federate States by the rebel gov 
crn nient. 

It has been arranged between Col. Ludlow, 
United States Commissioner for the exchange 
of prisoners, nnd Robert On>d, the rebel Com- 
mi-i inner, that Surgeons shall not be treated 
as prie yners of war. No exchange of officers 
can be made at present. 

A number or United States ofTico r s are held 
by the rt-Lql authorities undercharges intend- 
ed tn bring them under the operation of that 
act of the rebel Congress, wh ch consigns to 
exec uticn all officers taken in command of, 
or in company with, armed negroes and ma 
lattoes. 

Col. Ludlow will not, by makirir any spe 
c'al exchange of officers. ackno»hdge the 
right of the rebel authorities to discriminate 
amoug our forces by detaining some and re- 
U'jsiug others. He insists that all shall be re- 
leased nnder the cartel, and we have enough 
rebel officers now in our possession to hold 
and reserve for retaliat on. 

Richmond pipers of the 18'h have been re 
ceived, which say the reported taking of Hel- 
ena some d lys 6ince grew out of the fact that 
our rebel troops made a feint on that place,

Baltimore, June 15. 

The American's special report from Har- 
per's Fejry says Gi*n. Milroj succeeded in 
cuttine his way through the rebel lines and 
reached there thia morninsr.

A draft will be made nnder the 
State law to fill up to the maximum number 
from all the militia regiments in the State, 
and from these the 20,000 will be supplied. 
They are called to serve six months, and will 
be credited to the 8tate as three- years' men 
under the impending national draft. They 
are to serve without State or national branty".

The Richmond Sentinel of Siturday says 
there is not a word from the southwest. There 
was considerable excitement here yesterday 
over the news that the enemv was txhibiiirg 
considerable foice on the Ptninsula, and are 
advancing in a threatening manner. We 
learn of a column of 3,000 or 4 000 was en- 
camped at Barboursville, New Kent county, 
Tuesday night.

— The enemy have 
now held Iheir position on thU fide of the 
river one wetk, and nothing has been done in 
the way of flirhticsr, if we except one or two 
artillery duels and daily picket firing at Cul- 
pepper. 

Our losses at Culpepper on Tuesday 
were heavy, and among them were some ol 
our best officers. Our casualties were fifty 
killed, two hundred wounded, and five hun- 
dred prisoners. Among the killed was Gen. 
Wright. 

St. Locis, June 15, 

At a meeting of the Chamber of Commerce 
to-dav, on the subject of memoralzing Secre- 
tatv Chase regarding restrictions on trade with 
he" Southern States, Gen. Walbridge, of New 
York, made a speech, in which he expressed

Nrw.Wat o* Making Bvtter — J. Zoller, 
of. Oswegatehie^ N. Y., eaves the tabor ot'«et- 
ii.fi L'.» milk in p-jd*. skimming and takintr 
care of the craatu, by simply straining the 
milk of one djij n.u. t \ churns and churning 
juext motniug by horac-power. the milk being 
fhifn sour, but not "ioj percd."

The greatest cire 'trust be uken tu 
keep young turkeys frota tne wet. A siugle 
run iu the grass before the" dew is ell in the 
moruiag m iy kill off a namlier. I make a 
pen about twelve-feet -square aud eighteen 
inches high, to couatae - the youag. 
The mother will net Wander far lroin them. 
Hard-boiled egge, chopped hae, and sour milk 
curd are the best feed lor the tirst week.
